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EXHIBITION OF WAR POSTERS 


In anticipation of the second Liberty Loan campaign commenc- 
ing on October 1, the Museum opened in Gallery IX on Sep- 
tember 22 an important exhibition of artistic war posters from 
the European countries, these being selected from the very 
extensive collection owned by Mr. Frank M. Gregg of Cleve- 
land. 

The exhibition is limited to the capacity of Gallery IX, the 
largest in the Museum, although several other galleries might 
easily have been used in showing posters from Mr. Gregg’s 
collection. In fact, the whole Museum could have been used 
for this exhibition had it not been limited to the works of 
recognized artists, for Mr. Gregg’s collection includes about 
1800 posters and handbills, including some of the very rare 
German proclamations which were posted in Belgium soon after 
the invasion, and practically all of the early English and French 
announcements and calls to arms. 

Among the English posters is a remarkable group of litho- 
graph posters by Frank Brangwyn, which are of particular 
interest to Cleveland people because of his very important 
mural decoration in the County Court House. There is another 
impressive group by Spencer Pryse, while Bernard Partridge 
is represented by posters which make use of four drawings 
made by him for Punch; and there are three by L. Raven-Hill, 
and an illustration by Boardman Robinson. 

While these English posters may not be in the strictest sense 
poster designs, leaning rather toward illustration, they never- 
theless serve their purpose admirably in portraying, more forci- 
bly possibly than flat poster color work could do, the enormous 
meaning of the present conflict—a consciousness which does 
not seem, as yet, to have gripped the American artists who 
have attempted to do posters for our own enlistment and loan 
campaigns. 

There is a small group of six posters by Louis Raemaekers, 
which is to be supplemented later by some original drawings 
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by this prominent Hollander, who has done so much to bring 
the frightfulness of German warfare to the minds of the people 
of Europe. 

Naturally, by far the largest number of posters is from 
French artists, and more than half of the wall space is devoted 
to their work, a surprising number of names being represented. 
There are two large posters by Roll; while impressive groups 
are those by Steinlen, including seven posters; by Poulbot and 
Jonas, including six each; four by Haulor, and numerous other 
smaller groups which are strong and convincing in quality and 
show how the war has gripped the imaginations of the artists 
of France. The three posters by Charles Fouqueray include 
the impressive figure of Cardinal Mercier of Belgium. Smaller 
groups are formed by Italian and Polish artists, and those of 
other nationalities. On the whole the collection is one which 
deserves careful study, and should make easier the raising of 
Cleveland’s share of the new Liberty Loan. 


WHISTLER ETCHINGS 


Visitors to the Museum during the summer have enjoyed an 
unusual treat in studying the important collection of etchings 
by Whistler, kindly lent for an extended period by Mr. Ralph 
King, who thus again shows his interest in the Museum while 
he proves his taste as a collector. 

It is indeed remarkable that one Clevelander should have in 
his possession so varied and choice a collection of the work of 
one of the unique geniuses of the nineteenth century, and it 
has been pleasant to notice how many have enjoyed and studied 
the collection, assisted by the admirable catalogue which was 
also provided through Mr. King’s further generosity. 


FUTURE EXHIBITIONS 


The Whistler etchings will remain in Gallery X until the last 
week of October, when they will be replaced by an important 
series of original drawings of cartoons and posters bearing on 
the war, by Louis Raemaekers. 

Early in November will be shown in the Print Room, Gallery 
XI, the new series of lithographs on war subjects by Joseph 
Pennell, depicting Picturesque American War Works. 
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During November the exhibit in Gallery IX will consist of a 
collection of copies of great paintings made by the eminennt 
academician, Carroll Beckwith. These should prove of par- 
ticular interest to students, as they cover a wide field of coun- 
tries and schools. 


PRINT ROOM 


The extension of the educational work has claimed the large 
north room on the ground floor which up to the present time 
has been used as a Print Room. 

Gallery XI, at the west end of the building, has now been 
set aside as a Print Room, and will be hereafter reserved for 
the exhibits of this Department. It is admirably suited for 
this purpose, and it is hoped that the use of so important a 
gallery for prints may lead to the rapid development of this 
department, which up to the present has received fewer impor- 
tant gifts than any other. 


SEVEN ETCHINGS AND AQUATINTS BY 
CYRIL SAUNDERS SPACKMAN, R.B.A., R.M.S. 
PRESENTED BY THE ARTIST 


Mr. Spackman was born in Cleveland of English parents, but 
has in recent years resided in London, where he has been 
working as architect, painter and etcher. His work is repre- 
sented in some of the important collections. The group selected 
by him for presentation to his native city comprises the follow- 
ing titles, which show a good deal of variety and strength in 
the presentation of the subjects chosen:

It is desired to hold during the winter an exhibition of etchings 
owned in Cleveland, to be made up of one or two from each 
collection. If those interested will kindly send to the Museum 
a list of the five most important etchings owned personally, a 
selection can be made from these lists and an impressive and 
varied exhibit of Cleveland-owned etchings will be possible. 


SUNDAY AFTERNOONS AT THE MUSEUM 
EXPLANATORY TALKS 
Commencing November 4, a new form of gallery talk will be 
inaugurated, the subject for the day being presented with 
lantern-slides or other illustrations, in the Lecture Hall at four 
o’clock. This will usually take the form of a short discussion 
of a few important objects which will be critically analyzed in 
a popular manner, after which the audience will be encouraged 
to go to the gallery, at times accompanied by the speaker, to 
find the objects described and apply personally the criticisms 
and suggestions of the lecturer. It is believed that this will 
prove a more restful and stimulating method of presentation.

MUSIC IN THE GARDEN COURT 
From five to six o’clock on Sundays, musical programmes will 
be given, usually on the Diamond Disc Phonograph presented 
to the Museum by Mr. Thomas A. Edison, with a library of 
records. It is hoped to add occasionally numbers by vocal and 
instrumental artists. 

Those in the vicinity of the Garden Court are requested to 
sit or stand quietly during the musical numbers, as the acous- 
tics are such that the movement of feet on the pavements 
prevents enjoyment of the music by those who wish to listen. 

STORY-TELLING FOR LITTLE CHILDREN 
Commencing November 4, the small lecture-room at the end 
of the Library will be open Sundays from three to five, with a 
trained story-teller in attendance to entertain little chlidren 
(under seven) whose parents wish to attend the gallery talks 
or concert ot to have free time to visit the galleries comfortably. 
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THE EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 
It is with regret that we have to announce Miss Katherine 
Gibson’s retirement from the staff of the Educational Depart- 
ment on account of her long illness, which is likely to prevent 
her from doing regular work for some time to come. While it 
is hoped that the Museum may later have the benefit of her 
trained and intelligent codperation, it has seemed wiser to 
follow her request that she withdraw from the Museum staff 
for the present. The Department has been reorganized with 
Miss Gertrude Underhill as Acting Assistant in Charge, g iving 
special attention to the work with adults, clubs, etc. Miss He len 
Gilchrist will have charge of the extension work in the Libra- 
ries, the general work with children in the Museum, the chil- 
dren’s afternoon entertainments, etc. Mr. Henry Turner Bailey 
is to give part of his time as Advisor to the Educational Depart- 
ment and will also give a number of lectures, etc. 


WORK WITH THE PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN 

The season’s work with the public school children has started 
in under very remarkable conditions. Superintendent Spauld- 
ing has seen the great advantage of the codperative work 
between the public schools and the Museum which was starte 
last year, and, in order to make this still more effective, 
appointed a Supervisor of Drawing to be stationed at the 
Museum and direct the instruction in drawing given at the 
Museum to school classes. This makes it possible to accom- 
modate ten classes each week. They meet in the large class- 
room used formerly as a Print Room, there to receive instruction 
in drawing from selected Museum material, which is described 
before the lesson so that the pupils have some idea as to its 
meaning, and how and where it was made. After the lesson 
the children are given a talk about one of the collections, as, 
for instance, the Egyptian Room or the Gallery of Tapestries 
and Armor, followed by a visit to the galleries. 

This work by the school children in the Museum has led to 
most stimulating results, and it is believed that this winter will 
see it firmly established on a more extensive basis. It is also 
hoped to carry the Museum influence into the schools further 
by giving talks about the Museum collections in the various 
school buildings throughout the city, as opportunity offers. 
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The importance of this new phase of Museum and school 
cooperation is indicated by the fact that pupils of the Normal 
School are to spend one-half day each week in observation and 
practice work at the Museum. They will observe the instruc- 
tion in drawing and the gallery talks, and as they prove capa- 
ble will be given the opportunity to talk to classes themselves. 


THE CHILDREN’S MUSEUM 


The transferring of the public school class work from the 
Children’s Room to the large classroom formerly used as a 
Print Room has made it possible to make a beginning with 
the Children’s Museum, which is eventually to be in the 
second floor room over the north galleries. Temporary cases 
are being prepared and before this Buéletin is issued there will 
already be installed the beginning of a Children’s Museum. 

Here will be shown beautiful natural history objects, such as 
stuffed birds, butterflies, shells, etc., and examples of man’s 
handicraft likely to make a particular appeal to children or 
having a particular bearing on their school studies. 

It is believed that the combination of artistic and natural 
history material is particularly fortunate, and it is hoped that 
the beginning in this small ground floor room will be so encour- 
aging that the necessary funds and the additional material may 
soon be secured to equip the larger room on the second floor so 
it may be opened before many months. 

Friends who have beautiful material of the character sug- 
gested are invited to confer with the Director or with Miss 
Gilchrist, who is in charge of the work with children. 


SATURDAY ENTERTAINMENTS FOR CHILDREN 


The winter program of Saturday afternoon entertainments for 
children is to open on Saturday, November 3, and to continue 
through April. These entertainments are carefully planned 
to be both interesting and instructive, and to have some con- 
nection with the Museum and also, when possible, with the 
work being done in the public schools. It has been found 
advisable this year to start the talks at 2.30, thus allowing time 
for a second performance if the audience is too large for the 
Lecture Hall, as was frequently the case last winter. Those hav- 
ing charge of children are urged to see that they use the North 
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Entrance for the talks and arrive not earlier than two o’clock, 
as it is preferred that children should not go to the galleries 
until after the etertainment. In case of too large an audience 
for the Lecture Hall the overflow will be taken care of in the 
gallery until the time for the second performance. The list of 
subjects arranged for the first two months is as follows:

WEDNESDAY LECTURES AT THE MUSEUM 


It is hoped that in the November issue of the Bulletin full 
details can be given concerning the course of lectures now 
being arranged for Wednesday evenings in the Museum Lec- 
ture Hall. It is planned to have three distinct series of lec- 
tures on the first, second and third Wednesday of each month. 
The course for the first Wednesday, commencing November 7, 
will be on the Appreciation of Beauty, by Henry Turner Bailey, 
Advisor to the Educational Department of the Museum and 
Dean of Instruction at The Cleveland School of Art. 

Those who have already had the pleasure of hearing Mr. 
Bailey know what a stimulating effect this course of lectures 
will have on the art interests of the community. All the lec- 
tures will be free and it is hoped that the auditorium will be 
well filled. Members and friends of the Museum are urged to 
reserve Wednesday evenings for these Museum activities. 

The second course, on architecture, is being arranged for 
the second Wednesday of the month; and the third course will 
cover the artistic development of man as shown by his life and 
surroundings in a few of the great periods. 

Details as to these courses cannot now be stated, but will be 
announced at the earliest possible date.

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REPORT OF MISS MARIAN COMINGS 
ASSISTANT LIBRARIAN IN CHARGE 
SUBMITTED AT THE ANNIVERSARY MEETING, JUNE 7, 1917 


It has been a year of maximum strain on minimum resources, and I 
wish, first of all, to acknowledge the help that has been given us by 
the Cleveland Public Library. It has been the policy of Mr. Brett 
and his staff to assist us in every way. In 1915 the Museum was made 
a station of the Public Library. Deliveries have been made in answer 
to 110 calls, and frequent telephone inquiries have had scrupulous 
attention. The Museum library is being equipped with a reference 
card catalog of art books in the Public Library, and the latter in turn 
will have a card list of our books. This assistance bears a vital rela- 
tion to the needs of our library, since it makes unnecessary the pur- 
chase of books not relating particularly to our collections if such 
books are needed only on occasion and may then be borrowed. 
BOOKS 

It is almost entirely owing to friends of the Museum that the library 
can present attractions to the lover of fine books. The proportion of 
gifts to purchases has been three to one. We have been given 1001 
books, and many titles of mark will be found in the printed list 
appended. Among the most important gifts I would mention: The 
Macomber collection of books on arms and armor, given by Mr. and 
Mrs. John L. Severance; the Wilson collection of books on lace, given 
by Mr. J. H. Wade; catalogs of important private collections, par- 
ticularly of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan and of Mr. P. A. B. Widener; 
Curtis’s “The North American Indian,” the gift of the family of Mr. 
James H. Hoyt in his memory; Jaccaci’s “Noteworthy paintings in 
American private collections,” from the Holden bequest; a collection 
of books on gardening, the gift of members of The Garden Club of 
Cleveland; and Boydell’s “Shakespeare,” and other valuable books, 
given by Mr. E. J. Siller. 

Accessions by purchase and binding bring the total number of 
volumes to 1475. Almost all are in English, and purchases have been 
confined to those works of reference, monographs and handbooks 
first needed for reference by the staff on the special lines which the 
collections have taken. Some fields are so adequately covered in 
other available collections in the city that we need hardly to enter 
them. But it seems particularly our duty to make the following fields 
our own: Oriental Art, a subject on which our Museum must speak 
with authority; Early American Art, for the attribution of objects 
in our collections or those apt to be offered; Textiles, a subject we 
have hardly touched; Early Italian Paintings, for the study of the 
Holden Collection. Our books on the art of Egypt will suffice for the

present and the subjects of Armor and Lace are fortunately cared for 
by the gifts mentioned above, but no other special line has yet the 
books it needs. We need monographs on the artists and minor arts 
represented in our collections. All these needs are intimately related 
to the efficiency of the Museum, for we must support our collections 
by reference to the best authorities. For the use of students we need 
works, particularly plate collections, on historic and modern design.

PAMPHLETS 


Pamphlets of importance have been bound, except catalogs which 
are likely to be supplanted by later editions. Miscellaneous pamphlets 
are considered a transient class, either to be bound or discarded later, 
and have been briefly indexed and classed. Exhibition catalogs, on 
the contrary, have been catalogued to the slightest leaflet, for they 
form a collection unique in the city and prolific of information. These 
number 825 at present; as the collection increases it should be an 
important asset. Pamphlet catalogs of sales are marked with sale 
prices for the past two years, and are the only class of printed material 
still to be catalogued.

NEWSPAPER CLIPPINGS 


Clippings on art from 200 American newspapers have accumulated 
since early in 1913. Irrelevant ones have been discarded, and the 
residue of 10,000 yield information on 1200 artists and 1000 art sub- 
jects. According to their importance they have been handled by 
mounting or fastening into folders arranged by subject. 

An extension of this work that is needed is a collection of articles 
and illustrations from recent magazines, the latter to be mounted and 
filed. Work on this has been begun. 

Use has been made, in this connection, of pupils in binding classes 
under supervision of their teachers, and it has been a satisfactory 
experiment. 
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PHOTOGRAPHS AND POSTCARDS 
Work on the photograph collection has been in charge of Miss Under- 
hill, who reports: 

“We have in our photograph collection 1512 accessioned photo- 
graphs and 11 portfolios of 1396 photographs that have not been 
accessioned. Only 443 photographs of the collection have been pur- 
chases; the rest have been gifts to the Museum. 

“The work of cataloguing the collection has been going steadily 
forward. 650 of the photographs have been catalogued and are 
ready for use by the public. It is expected that by the end of the 
summer the cataloguing of the collection will be finished. 

“To build up a good photograph collection will take much time as 
well as money, as the selection and purchase should be made with 
great care. An appropriation of a thousand dollars a year for five 
years would put our photograph collection in the first rank.”

LANTERN-SLIDES 


Gifts have numbered 1462, including Mr. Charles W. Wason’s gift 
of 990 slides, while our purchases have numbered only 287, inclusive 
of a collection made before the opening of the Museum, of buildings 
and collections of other museums. 131 slides made at the Museum 
have been required for special purposes in connection with educational 
work. Our collection is especially to be looked to for Oriental scenes. 
It is weak in paintings. We need especially slides, as we do photo- 
graphs, showing work of painters of whom we have examples in the 
galleries.

ATTENDANCE AND USE 
The staff have made calls averaging two a day for information leading 
to attribution of objects and study of special subjects. Calls from 
outside have been few, averaging three a day, either because students 
were ignorant of our library, or knew it to be incomplete. Regular 
use by a club working at the Museum under Miss Underhill’s guid- 
ance, on the subject of early Italian art, has represented one desirable 
objective for our work with students. In a few instances readers have 
come repeatedly for study of our remarkable group of books on 
armor. We shall have more students when we have a larger library. 

Children visitors have consumed much time. When they came early 
for the Saturday entertainments we gathered them, sometimes sixty 
at a time, in the Children’s Room. Until they can be separately 
handled, we may have to exclude them from the library, except 
when they definitely want information. 

Gratitude is due to the Museum staff and to workers in many 
other museums for good counsel in the organization of this depart- 
ment. The need of making it a part of the organism of the Museum 
will lead to individual lines of effort, but would be impossible without 
the hearty cooperation which it has enjoyed.

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REPORT OF JAMES F. McCABE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF BUILDING AND GROUNDS 
SUBMITTED AT THE ANNIVERSARY MEETING, JUNE 7, 1917 
NEW BUILDING 
In the early part of March, 1916, the Building and Grounds Depart- 
ment occupied the new Museum. Everything was new and untried, 
and the advantage of this early occupation soon became manifest. 
The ventilating and heating systems demanded considerable study 
before they could finally meet the proper Museum requirements, and 
the mechanical arrangements throughout needed adjustments to 
meet our needs. At the end of this experimental period we had over- 
come most of the difficulties both in the operation of the machinery 
and the maintenance of the plant; and at the present time we are able 
to maintain a uniform temperature and the right proportion of 
humidity throughout the galleries, and have now established the 
particular degree of both that is demanded for the Museum collec- 

tions. This is regulated also as far as possible to suit our visitors. 

HEATING, LIGHTING AND VENTILATING 

The indirect system of heating which is installed in the building 
causes the air entering the building to be taken to one common or 
plenum chamber, and then mechanically forced by fans to all rooms 
and galleries. This air before leaving the plenum chamber is thor- 
oughly washed by means of the latest improved air-washers. These 
machines provide the proper percentage of humidity desired in the 
exhibition galleries and storage-rooms. All radiators and dampers 
are regulated by the Johnson System of heat regulation, which up to 
the present time has given excellent service. With a system of this 
kind we are able at all times to keep the outside doors and windows 
closed, thereby eliminating the danger from draft and dust. Such a 
system is a decided advantage, not only in maintaining a clean build- 
ing, but in prolonging the life of all objects of art. During the very 
hot summer months of last year we were able to keep the building 
from 10 to 12 degrees cooler than the outside temperature, and in 
several instances we have lowered the humidity between 8 and Io 
per cent below outside conditions, which in both cases permitted 
visitors to enjoy the building to a greater extent. 

The artificial lighting system, which is so excellent, has been per- 
fectly worked out by the Lighting Committee. It is needless to go 
into detail in regard to this installation, as the entire arrangement 
has been incorporated in a report published by the Museum under 
date of January, 1917. 

PROPOSED POWER PLANT 
On account of the almost constant demand for summer heat which 
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is required for protection of paintings and other objects, such as 
furniture and woodwork, it is necessary during very humid weather 
to have heat available for dehumidifying purposes. It has seemed 
wise, therefore, to build our Service Station at this time. It is about 
300 feet from the main building and will be reached by means of a 
tunnel, and with this plant we can generate our own heat. It will be 
large enough to provide heat for the summer season and for the entire 
year should such a course be found necessary. The boiler-room, about 
40 x 45 feet, occupies the central part of the building; on the north 
side there is a carpenter-shop, approximately 32 x 45 feet; and a 
steam-heated room for the purpose of fumigating textiles and other 
fabrics and drying lumber; on the south side is a garage which will 
be invaluable when we acquire our own delivery truck. 
SHOP | 
We have in the present building a small carpenter-shop in which we 
have made practically all pedestals and frames necessary for the 
Inaugural Exhibition and all others since, besides some cases and all 
woodwork not too cumbersome to handle with our limited amount of 
space and machinery. We have from July, 1916, to the first of June, 
1917, put through our shop 425 completed orders, aggregating $3100, 
which does not include the work done for the Inaugural Exhibition. 
Therefore, you can see that a carpenter-shop is a necessity in the 
Museum, and not only are we able to do work at a lower cost and in 
quicker time, but also we have the advantage of having the equip- 
ment under our direct control. With a larger shop and a few addi- 
tional pieces of machinery we will be in a better way to handle the 
demands of the Museum and to build much of the larger work we 
are now forced to let to outside contractors with consequent delay 
and increased cost. We would also eliminate the noise and inconven- 
ience of operating machinery in the Museum proper. 
PAINT-SHOP 
We have been somewhat handicapped because of the lack of a proper 
paint-shop, but with the transference of the carpenter-shop to our 
new Service Station a portion of the old shop room is to be used for 
this purpose. This room is equipped with a sprinkler system, and is 
therefore suitable for this purpose. 
LUNCH-ROOM 
With the opening of the Museum, we started the Lunch-room so that 
members of the staff, assistants, and all visitors to the Museum might 
at a reasonable cost get luncheon or afternoon tea. It is needless to 
mention how popular the Lunch-room has been. During the past 
year we served approximately 8500 patrons with either luncheon, 
afternoon tea or other refreshments. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


The local transportation charges for the past year amounted to approxi- 
mately $300. While this does not seem high, it would be a great point of 
advantage to have our own delivery truck. On account of the big 
demand for auto trucks, and of the shortage of the proper kind of 
conveyance, we were obliged several times during the past year to 
cancel our appointments for the collection or delivery of objects of 
art to a day more favorable to the trucking people. Such conditions 
as these often prove embarrassing. With our own truck we would not 
incur more expense, and yet we would be able to do better work more 
promptly than under present conditions. 

VOLUME OF WORK HANDLED 
During the present year we received 327 incoming and 244 outgoing 
shipments, all of which were packed and unpacked by this department, 
and which varied from a single item to collections requiring 12 cases 
containing more than a hundred items. 

PRESENT RUNNING ORDER 


The present year has been a difficult one in many ways. First, there 
has been the problem of getting the proper kind of help, of organizing 
and detailing the work, of breaking in new machinery, etc. Only 
within the last month or two has the department been able to make 
any study of its service; but many things can be improved, and will 
be improved when a steadier routine is established, which is inevitable 
as time goes on. The following force is scheduled to do the work of 
the Building and Grounds Department at this time: besides the 
Superintendent, there is one assistant, one stenographer, one engineer, 
four custodians, one door-man on main floor, two inside night watch- 
men and one outside night watchman (the latter a temporary arrange- 
ment only), one carpenter, one assistant carpenter, one painter, three 
utility men, two porters and three charwomen, one gardener and one 
assistant gardener (the latter a temporary arrangement only), and 
in the Lunch-room one cook and one waitress. With the above force 
we are able to take care of the regular work of the Museum, although 
whenever an unusually large exhibition arrives or when work is 
required to be done in great haste it is necessary to hire extra tempo- 
rary help. 

It is the desire of the Building and Grounds Department that 
during the coming year it will prove more valuable to other depart- 
ments of the Museum, and that each year will show a growth in 
service to others as well as in the departmental routine.

THE GUEST PRIVILEGE OF MEMBERS 


Heretofore it has been the custom to mail with each member’s 
annual ticket and bill, ten or more guest tickets, according to 
the class of membership. These tickets are, when signed by 
the member, good for one free admission each on a pay day. 

About 27,000 of these tickets were issued to members during 
the last year, of which only about 1000 were used. As this 
distribution involves a considerable expense, it has seemed 
advisable to call the attention of the members to the great dis- 
crepancy between the number of tickets issued and the number 
used. In order to prevent this waste it has been decided that 
hereafter guest tickets will be supplied only upon request, and 
not sent, as formerly, with the membership cards. Hereafter 
any member who desires guest tickets may secure them upon 
application, either in writing or in person, to the Museum 
office—the allotted number of tickets for the ensuing year 
being issued at one time upon such request.

KIDDIES AT THE MUSEUM 


Not all grownups in Cleveland, it is safe to say, know that 
the beautiful art museum in Wade Park is free to the kid- 
dies every day. They are allowed to come and go, with- 
out money and without price, on pay days as well as on 
Sundays, Wednesdays and Saturdays, when the museum 
is free to all. 

Some of them who venture alone, or by twos or threes, 
into the stately treasure house of beauty wrought on 
canvas or in marble and porcelain, or made enduring in 
fabrics or metal work, roam about with eager glowing faces. 
Some are a little oppressed by the bigness and the majesty 
of the building and the multiform wonders in the cases 
and on the walls. There are boys and girls quickly wearied 
of it all and ready in a few minutes for the familiar out-of- 
doors. And there are the chosen few who kindle in the 
new flame of beauty and stir with the sense of some higher, 
finer lure for fancy than they ever felt before. 

George Bernard Shaw says that when he was a boy, 
self-willed, hard to guide, inclined to vagrant ways, one 
of the saving conditions of his existence was the art mu- 
seum in Dublin. There kiddies were permitted to wander. 
There he browsed, to use his own word, on beauty and 
nobility of thought and creative deed. It brought rich 
promise into his wayward young life. It did much to start 
a boy on the road which led to wide fame and ample 
fortune. 

No city can hope ever to grow exactly such a “sport” 
of the human garden as “G. B.S.”” Some cities do not want 
to achieve just that impossibility, but all of them ought 
to recognize in his own testimony to the seed sown in the 
Dublin museum the boundless influences which such treas- 
ure houses may prove to have upon lives of wonderful 
power and fruitfulness. The Cleveland “kiddies” will yet 
repay a thousandfold all that it can ever cost the art 
museum to look after them, give them such guidance as 
they may be willing to receive, and clean up a little more 
vigorously when they have gone on their nimble, restless 
and seldom finicky feet.
